New York, December 28.—ihe grand 
jury which for the past month has been 
investigating the affairs of the New York 
Life Insurance Company today returned 
indictments charging forgery in the third 
degree against George W. Perkins, for- 
mer vice president of the New york 
Life and a member of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., and Charles §. Fairchild, 
aw Tormersearetary of the treasury, pres- 
ident-of the.New York Security and’ Trifst 
Company (mow out of éxistence), and.a 
member of the finance committee of the 
insurance company. Mr. Perkins was in 
court when the indictments were an- 
nounced. He was formally arraigned, 
entered a plea of not guilty and gave 
bond in the sum of $10,000, his sureties 
being J. P. Morgan, Jr., who pledged a 
city .esidence valued at $300,000, and 
Clevela: H. Dodge, who pledged unim- 
proved city property valued at $50,000. .

The court assured Mr. Perkins that ¢ 
double surety was not necessary, but he 
replied that he preferred it: that way. 
Six Indictments Against Each Man: 

Six indictments were returned against 
each «° the two defendants, but all are 
based on one transaction, known as the 
Prussian loan, the specification under 
the chasge.of forgery being the falsifi- 
cation of bookkeeping entries. It is al- 
leged that certain railroag stocks were 
transferred by the insurance company to 
the Security and Trust Company in order 
to comply with the «Prussian law, but 
that the transfer was not bona fide. 

The grand jury coupled with the in- 
dictments a presentment in which the 
jurors placed themselves on record as 
being convinced that in doing tne acts 
charged against them, Messrs. Perkins 
ang Fairchila were “influenced by a de- 
sire to benefit the policy-holders.’’ 

The grand jury further says the indict- 
ments were returned only under a strict 
interpretation of the law, as it was laid 
down to them by District Attorney Je- 
rome. The statement, as it was.present- 
ed to Recorder Goff, was an official con- 
firmation of the reports which had spread 
about the criminal courts building where 
the grand jury. was in session to the et- 
fect that the jurors were not at all con- 
vinced dy the evidence placed before 
them that a crime had.been commit?sa 
in the so-called ‘‘Prussian loan’ trans- 
action. The matter was pressed by Mr 
Jerome, however, who appeareg betore 
the grand jury on a number of occasions 
and made several lengthy arguments, Mr. 
Jerome was with the jury untill late yes- 
terday evening and again early today.

Mr.' Cassatt had re- 
sided in Philadelphia for many years, 
and his family had been very prominent 
socially in this city.

Houston, Tex., December 28.—The ef- 
forts of United States Commissioner of 
Labor Charles P. Neill t effect a settle- 
ment of the strike of the ‘Southern 
Pacific railway firemen have so far been 
without success. Today several confer- 
ences were participated in by Mr. Neill 
and the railway company, its firemen and 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fn- 
gineers, and sO confident was Mr. Neill 
of being able to bring the parties to an 
agreement that he stated early in the 
night the strike would be settled before 
morning. He found, however, many com- 
plications in the contention of the en- 
gineers’ and firemen’s respective organ- 
izations as to the rifght to regulate the 
seniority list of the switch engineers, 
mebers of the firemen’s brotherhood, and 
it Was upon this point, the very essence 
of the trouble, that the failure to get 
the cantenders together occurred. 

Mr. Neill has not despaired of ultimate 
success, and will take the matter up 
again early tomorrow. 


CAHDS OF THE NATIONS. 


Collection of Souvenirs Brought Back 
From a Tour of Europe. 
(From The New York Sun.) 


“One of the most interesting coljections 
of foreign loot that I’ve seen this year,”’ 
said a man ordinarily too busy to make 
the trip over seas himself, ‘‘is an assort- 
ment of playing cards from various parts 
of the world. 

“In every country the owner of the col- 
lection visited, and he went to a good 
many, he picked up cards of local man- 
ufacture, and representative of the na- 
tion. 

“The Russian cards are perhaps the 
most elaborate. The faces of the kings 
and queens are different in each suit, 
indicating the racial elements that go to 
compose the empire. 

“On the Greek cards classical heroes 
and heroines are represented. Nestor, 
for example, is the kKng of hearts and 
Orestes the knave: Agamemmon is the 
king of clubs, Hercules the jack of 
spades and Minos and Danae the king 
and queen of diamonds. The Greek pack 
is rather a cheap one, and scarcely does 
honor to the celebrities portrayed. 

“Cadiz fs a center for card manufac- 
turing. The idea of the Spanish card 
maker seems to ge to get as much color 
on the cards as possible. The royal 
robes are of unusual »magnificence, The 
clubs are big bludgeons in green and 
red, and the knave of clubs, gayly ca- 
parisoned on gq prancing horse, reminds 
you instantly of Jack the Giant Killer. 
The spades are ugly little daggers, and 
for hearts and diamonds there are disks 
and dice cups. The cards in some of the 
Spanish packs are very thin and have a 
capital spring. 

‘The Madeira cards come from Lis- 
bon, The figures are more conventional! 
in design than on the Spanish. The 
ace cards are adorned with typical Por- 
tuguese scenes. 

“A peculiarity of the pack brought in 
Constantinople is that the ace cards, in 
addition to the single spade diamond, 
club, or heart in the center of each, 
have diminutive aces at the upper left 
hand and lower right hand corners. 

“The Itallan face cards portray de- 
cidedly gloomy personages; each one of 
the face cards, by the way, carries in 
small print the name and address of 
the maker. There are tiny. packs, an 
inch and a quarter by an inch and 
three-quarters in size, which can be 
bought on the streets of Naples for a sol- 
do. These resemble the Spanish cards 
to some extent, altheugh the royaities 
are more dignified. 

‘Cairo is a great card emporium and 
Muski street offers rich returns to the 
ecard hunter. Fortune-telling cards must 
be in demand there to judge fron? the 
samples I saw in the collection. The 
Cairo playing cards come mostly from 
Germany; they are brifliant in their 
coloring. The aces carry scenes from 
lands both west and east. 

“The gem of ali the packs comes 
from Switzerland. The cards are small, 
one and three-quarters by two and one- 
half inches in size. and the back design 
is the edelweiss. The kings, queens and 
jacks are delighTful studies in Swiss cos- 
¢ume, and the purchaser certainly gets 
his money’s worth, for each face card 
has two half figures quite unlike. On the 
aces are Swiss scenes and objects of in- 
tepest, also two to a card, the subjects 
including the Castie of Chillon, the 
Mattermorn, the bridge at Laicerne and 
the Lion of Laicerne.”’

Recruiting With Kisses.

The famous Gordon Highlanders are 
probably the only regiment ever recruited 
by a woman. It was a duchess who did 
the recruiting and the manner of it set 
a nation to gossiping. 

In the year 1794 King George III found 
himself in need of more soldiers and 
commissioned the youthful #@ia@rquis of 
Huntley to raise a reajment of High- 
landers from the tenants of the lands of 
his father, the duke of Gordon. 

The young marquis found it no easy 
task to persuade the PAaghlanders to leave 
thelr homes, for in those days when a 
man enlisted he was a king’s man for 
life, or until he was so stricken by 
wounds or disease as to be of no use ag a 
soldier. 

Seeing his difficulty his young mother, 
the beautiful duchess, determined to help 
him. Donning a soldier's tunic and a 
Highlander’s bonnet and carrying witk 
her a bag of shillings, she mounted her 
horse and made daily tours of the coun- 
tryside. 

Arriving at the cottage of a likely man 
she called h®n forth, pointed out the 
glory of a solider’s life and putting a 
coin between her Hps, invited him to 
come and take the king’s shilling. Such 
an invitation from the duchess .of Gor- 
don was not likely to be refused, and as 
she bent down in the saddle each man 
took the coin from her mouth with his 
own lips. 

There were some shy lads who would 
have taken the shilling from its rare 
resting place with their fingers, but the 
duchess would allow no such timidity. 
All Scotland was ringing with the news 
that every man who joined the new regi- 
meni should have the privilege of kiss- 
ing the beautiful duchess, and . the 
duchess saw to it that every recruit ex- 
ercised his privilege. 

With such a recruiting sergeant it is 
not surprising that the regiment was 
established at full strength in less than 
four months.

Suicide to Advertise Book. 
(From The New York Tribune.) 


A letter from Australia, published in the 

Paris Figaro, gives this description of the 
“suicide for advertising purposes” of 
Charles Pollard: ‘“‘He had given the po- 
lice notice, and the body was found, as 
indicated, on Mount Rangitoto, a volcano 
on the island of that name near Auck- 
land. It lay at the foot of a six-foot-high 
cross, in which texts from the Bible had 
been cut with a knife. The cross was 
bespattered with blood. Over the hori- 
zontal piece a rope had been thrown, 
with which the suicide had evidently ai- 
tempted to fasten his body. to the cross, 
but, falling, cut his throat. At the foot 
of the cross a letter was found, which 
read: ‘I spent mucy, time writing this 
book, which treats on all phases of hu- 
man life,’ and went on to tell the nota- 
ble features of the work. ‘I have taken 
this step because my work has been re- 
jected by American and English pwub- 
lishers, and because by this means only 
can I hope to have it noticed.’ 
‘This is the third case of the kind in 
@ short space of time. Last Septeinber a 
teacher, Miss Edith Allarby, took her 
life in order to attract attention to a 
book which she had written, and at about 
the same time Lionel Terry shot and 
killed an old Chinaman in Wellington 
New Zealand, because by that means he 
‘hoped to force people to read his book 
on “The Yellow Peril.”"*”

Statement Made That Several Hun- 
dred Murderers and Would-Be 
Murderers Are Now at Large 
in Atianta—Great Relief 
Was Given Sufferers.

The committee found that twelve per- 
sons were killed and seventy wounded 
during«the riot. Of the wounded, ten 
were white and sixty negroes. 

Among the victims there was not a 
single vagrant, but all were working 
and supporting families. 

To the murders, states the committee, 
robberies were added, and ‘‘men and w0o- 
men were treated with unspeakable 
brutality.’’ 

The ‘hinidshinn hei is 
hundred murderers and would-be mur- 
derers are now at large in the city.

“At the outset the committee adopted 
the plan of paying the doctors’ bills of 
the wounded and paying them for the 
time lost. This policy was carried out 
as closely as the funds and the number 
of wounded would permit. Where they 
were treated at the Grady hospital this 
treatment was in lieu of doctor bills. 
Each case was investigated as best we 
could with the time at our disposal, 
and the money was paid out on cer- 
tificates of employers, shOwing the time 
lost and the wa:es paid. 

“In this investigation we were greatly 
nided by the city warden, Thomas 
Evans, and it is a pleasure to bear wit- 
ness to his faithfulness, intelligence and 
efficiency as an official. With a kind 
heart, he has untiring energy and dis- 
criminating judgment. 

“In this manner we 
wounded about half the contributed 
fund, leaving about .$2,200 to be divided 
among the families of the dead.

A DANGEROUS ANTI-IMMIGRATION MEASURE. 


The whole south, if not the entire country, should enter an emphatic and 
a determined protest against the Lodge-Gardner immigration restriction bill, 
how pending before the conference committee of both houses of congress, 
which seeks to put still more stringent regulations upon foreign immigratiorti 
into the United States. 

Here is a measure on the threshold of passage by congress, the effect of 
which will be almost to throttle the efforts which are now being made to 
build up the south, agriculturally and industrially,, by securing a desirable 
class of immigrants from the countries of the old world. 

This measure proposes, among other things, to increase the head-tax 
from $2 to $5; to require that an immigrant’ shall be able to read as a pre- 
requisite to admission; to lengthen to three years the period within which 
an immigrant may be deported, and to demand that the head of a family 
of immigrants shall have in Iie pogsession at least $25. 

instead of increasing the restrictions in the manner here setforth, there- 
by putting further difficulties in the way of securing a desirable class of im- 
migrants, it should be the duty of.the government to modify some of those 
stringent features of the law which are even now seriously interfering with 
the work of the states in seeking to build up their capital in brawn and 
muscle. 

There are several features of the present law which need trimming 
badiy, among them the contract labor section in so far as it interferes with 
the rights of states to secure immigration in the manner which seems to them 
conducive to their best interests. In binding the states, this contract labor 
section seems to us an unwarranted interference with their rights. 

What we want and must have to assist in the development of the south 
and its emancipation from a deplorable labor stringency, is a still more liberal 
immigration law, with liberal interpretation—not restrictions which will still 
further hamper us in working toward the goal of our legitimate desires. 

lt behooves the Georgia Immigration Association and like organizations 
in other states, to get back of their representatives in congress and urge 
that every possible effort be made to bring about the defeat of the Lodge 
Gardner restriction bill.

AS .TO THE NEGRO SOLDIERS. 


Though there wiil be inevitable bills of exception filed from scatterea 
partisan sources, it is tolerably evident to the unbiased American observer 
everywhere that the negro soldier has outgrown his usefulness, so far as the 
regular army is concerned. He has had a fair triai” The experiment has run 
its’ course. It may have justified itself here and there. As a rule, it has 
certainly fallen far short of having done so. 

There is little reason to hope, however, that the use of negro regiments 
in the regular army will be discontinued—at least, not at an early date. 
Enough morbid and maudlin sentimentality—emanating mainly from ignor- 
ance, a tendency to nourish sociological fads—exists in this country to keep 
the American black in the blue unifofm, or raise a fanatical how! at the bare 
suggestion of a discard. / 

if, therefore, the negro soldier is to remain in the army The Constitution 
suggests, in the simple interest of law and order, in justice alike to the white 
people and to the negro soldiers, that henceforth the war department station 
no colored troops in the south preper, or in the westward states — 
to Texas and Missouri. 

It should have been demonstrated by this time, to the satisfaction of 
the most purblind, that the negro soldier and the southern white community 
have been in the past, are in the present, will be in the future, 
in the relation of oil and water. WByidence to this effect, varying only 
in degree, has accumulated in eyery single instance where the experiment 
has been made. The tale of friction, of uneasiness, of constant menace to the 
peace, lives and prosperity of both parties, runs from the first introduction 
of negro troopers into the south in reconstruction days, along in intermediate 
chapters, and in emphasized form during the Spanish-American war, while 
jthe press brings it up.to date with reports of clashes in Oklahoma and Kan- 
sas, on the 27th instant, traceable to the same obnoxious source. 

They are mere statements of 
fact, proof against successful contradiction,

an inexcusabig fault in an BWnglish 

writer. Severe criticism is often 
made of the lack of accuracy in the tnree 
funadmentals, grammar, rhetoric, punc- 
tuation. Some writers who aim to meet 
an ephemeral fancy—secured in a day, 
and as soon over—are guilty of much 
carelessness, and seem to consider good 
English ‘a nonrequisite. indeed, with tne 
use of dialect ang foreign bon-mots, als® 
of provincialisms, there seems to be dan- 
ger of introducing foreign elements into 
our language, that may seriously mar its 
purity: Our writers have the opportunity 
of its preservation, and not dnconsistent- 
ly, they might now consider themselves 
as “burden bearers’ in the cause of pure 
and true English. 

Professor Hill's argument (in nis work 
on rhetoric and composition), for “had 
rather’ and “had better,” is an example 
of what may take place in a Janguage 
from hebit. He says, “Had rather ana 
had better, forms that have been in good 
use for more than four centuries, are 
quite as good English today as woulda 
rather and might better.’ Professor Hill's 
methods are so simple, clear and practi- 
cal, that we do not feel like disputing his 
argument, though he makes issue with 
modern grammarians when he says: 
“Others still under the harq and Ttaet 
rules laid down in some grammers, con- 
demn certain expressions that are em- 
bedded in the foundations of the lian- 
guage, expressions which, so far from 
being bad Exnglish, are the best Mnglisn, 
for they are so thoroughly English that 
they are not easily translatable, word for 
word, into other languages.’ ‘Chere are 
those who differ with Professor Hill that 
the rules of English may be so trans- 
eressed. However, many provincialisms 
have in time become admissible. But a 
tongue that would preserve its .gnity 
must preserve its truth. 

Haste must account for much that 
would seem deficiency in American liier- 
ature. -That wicked imp “hurry,’’ is 
playing sad tricks with our life—insinu- 
ating with great progressiveness, much 
defectiveness. 

It is true that there is something to be 
said in admiration of that outburst of 
fanty, or that glowing analysis hat 
thinks not of the word by which they 
are conveyed: The garb of a .éought 
when first expressed, is almost a matter 
of unconsciousness to most writers.

He is also severely criticised and cursed 
by many drinking negroes and low-down 
white folks for depriving them of their 
privileges. Not infrequently you hear it 
said on the streets: ‘What a quiet 
Christmas! How peaceful! What a 
blessed thing itt was—the closing of the 
barrooms Christmas eve night!’ One 
man said to me, as I was walking down 
the street Monday night: ‘It looks like 
a cyclone had struck the city’—things 
were so quiet. Continuing, he said: ‘I 
would sometimes walk a whole block 
and not see a man.”

Any difference?’ To this he replied: 
‘The streets would have been lined with 
drurken men and rowdies.’ A gentleman 
said he had been on the police force for 
twenty years, and had never seen such 
splendid behavior.

New York, December 28.—The restrain- 
ing influence of the coming January set- 
tlements asserted itself on the stock 
market again today. A shifting of ldans 
began early in the day which ran the 
call loan rate up to 18 per cent and 
dislodged some holdings of stocks. The

effected in yesterday’s rising market left 
that of today deprived of that much de- 
mand. There was eviderf®e as well] as re- 
newed pressure of liquidation in the Hill 
stocks and the subscription rights for St. 
Paul ran off in a way to argue the pros- 
pective demand for the new stock, The 
long decline in these stocks gave rise to. 
disquieting rumors about the stock ex- 
change of damage which might. result. 
These rumors were discredited in well- 
informed quarters and passed out of 
consideration when prices began to re- 
cover late in the day. This was after the 
principal money requirements had been 
met at the stock exchange. As loans 
made today carry over until Monday, 
which is the last day of the year, this 
was a growth in the feeling of confi- 
dence that the year end would be bridged 
without a viole&{t flurry in the money 
market. Estimates of the currency Jsygove- 
ment showed a balance in favor of New 
York, a large proportion of whicn was 
believed to be receipts from Canada. The 
subtreasury operations absorbed several 
hundred thousand dollars from the mar- 
ket, but the net gain of the banks is 
estimated at between two and three mil- 
lions of cash.
